N'early • century ago the alopea 


of the Cauklll mountains in Ulster 
county were covered with a luxur-

Fortunes were made In 
those early days for a few. and work 
WM afforded to hundred* of men.

left to He where they tell, aa there 
were no ready means for transport- 
ing the Inmbm- out of the Bonn- 
tain*, and there waa scarcely art 
demand for it.

thickly covered with hemlock, rough 
roads were constructed and tempor- 
ary shelters erected for the army 
of bark peelers as they advanced 
through the forest*, leaving la their 
wmke oace mighty treea that had 
towered to a height of fully m hun- 
dred feet.
